“Most families need both calendar/sched- 
uling help and a better system of managing 
the family Rolodex,” says Jeffrey Mayer, a 
Chicago-based organization consultant and 
author of Time Management for Dummies 
(IDG Books Worldwide, 1995). 

“Many get so caught up in the rush to 
make it to all the activities and errands that 
they fail to plan it out systematically before- 
hand,” Mayer adds. “More time should be 
spent planning in advance of doing.” 

Mayer doesn’t advise switching everything 
to computer; he himself uses an old-fash- 
ioned 8 1/2 x 11-inch piece of lined paper 
for his daily to-do list. Everything that needs 
to be done should be jotted on the list. 
“Leave the list in a place where you can use 
it and make it readily accessible,” Mayer 
suggests. “Cross off each item when it’s 
done—that’s the fun part.” 

Many of the details of family life are well- 
suited to the computer. Most time-manage- 
ment software includes a name and address 
system—with a file for taking notes—and an 
electronic calendar. Names and addresses 
can be coded by category: you can print out 
a list of Girl Scout families or a Christmas 
card list. The computer stores details, too, 
such as who sent a card last year. 

The calendar function saves time because 
recurring events can be automatically 
entered by the system. You no longer need 
to copy birthdays and anniversaries into a 
new calendar at year-end. Events that occur 
once a month, weekly, or on alternate week- 
days can all be easily recorded. 

Print-outs of the master calendar can be 
stuck on the refrigerator for all to see, says 
Mayer. "Most people just memorize all this 
stuff and don't do a good job of writing it 
down or communicating it to each other." 

Some software provides additional fea- 
tures: Starfish's Sidekick software allows you 
to highlight blocks of time in different colors, 
separating work and personal activities, for 
example. Mayer especially likes ACT!, by 
Symantec Corporation, because of its ver- 
satility and options. 

Mayer strongly advocates mixing busi- 
ness and personal activities on the same 
calendar. *There's nothing wrong with it; 
after all, it’s your life,” he says.

Travis Tritt Redefines the 
Sound of Country Music 
| и у By Mr. BONZAI 


y ravis Tritt is that all too rare figure in popular 
Ї music: а superstar with true depth in his 
songwriting and singing. In one powerhouse 
concert, his Disney Channel Going Home spe- 
cial presents virtually every one of Tritt’s stack 
mi с of chartbreaking rockers and heartbreaking 
ballads. As the "Lone Wolf" himself sums it up: "I'm just a 
country rock and roll outlaw blues singer running wild." 

The Tritt music machine is lean and mean, a hardwork- 
ing band of country professionals. After a dramatic 
entrance in fringed red leather on his roaring Harley- 
Davidson, Tritt opens his show with *Put Some Drive In 
Your Country." Written two years before his recording 
debut in 1989, Tritt recalls that “I wrote this song at the 
graveside of Duane Allman and Berry Oakley, down in 
Macon, Georgia, when | was playing at a little club in the 
Best Western hotel there." 

As he drives through his hits, we see the honky tonk 
cats and urban cowgirls faithfully echo his lyrics—a devo- 
tional testimony to Tritt's universal appeal. He pays trib- 
ute to his heroes: Roy Acuff, George Jones, Waylon 
Jennings, Stevie Ray Vaughan. Proudly carrying 
the torch, Tritt defines a new sound in country 
with his own blend of traditional bluegrass, 
blue-collar blues, and fiery southern rock. 

A native son of Marietta, Georgia, 
Tritt graduated from high school in 
1981. He recorded a demo tape 
in 1985 at a little studio owned 
by Danny Davenport, a Warner Bros. 

` promotion man who would help him 
land his first record deal four years later. 
Along the way to fortune, Tritt made ends 
meet as a grocery bagger, carpet layer, printing 
press operator, air-conditioner salesman, and dues- 
paying troubadour in Georgia honky tonks and saloons. 

The tough early years on the road have yielded a broad 
range of recent classics, including the uplifting “I’m Gonna 
Be Somebody,” “Anymore,” “Тһе Whiskey Ain't Workin’,” 
“T-R-O-U-B-L-E,” “Tell Me I Was Dreaming," “Foolish Pride" 
and the ironic "Ten Feet Tall And Bulletproof." 

The son of working class parents, Tritt recalls, "My dad 
had the opinion that musicians were musicians because 
they were too lazy to work." He smiles and adds, *He used 
to say | had a lot better chance being elected President of 
the United States than making it in the music business." 

Tritt hasn't made it to the White House—yet—but *mak- 
ing it in the music business" is an understatement. This 
special documents the songs that make him a king of 
country soul and rebel rock, served up from his new 
album, Greatest Hits—From the Beginning. It includes 10 
Number 1 singles from the Tritt catalogue: "Country Club" 
(1990), “It’s All About To Change" (1991), "t-r-o-u-b-l-e" 
(1992), *A Travis Tritt Christmas: Loving Time Of The Year" 
(1992) and *Ten Feet Tall And Bulletproof" (1994). 

Interweaving these rousing renditions of his hits are 
scenes of Travis Tritt at home, cooking breakfast, driving 


his tractor, and kickin' back on the porch with his hound 
dog and his guitar. There he recalls his first public perfor- 
mance at the age of four in the church choir and marvels 
at the ovation that foreshadowed his later success. 

Tritt lovingly recalls the rich diversity of music in his 
youth: “Just north of here we'd go up to the bluegrass fes- 
tivals." He picks a riff and adds, *Then just a little bit to 
the south you had Macon." With that he gives us a soulful 
touch of Otis Redding's "Dock Of The Bay." He continues, 
"In Memphis you had rockabilly and all those things came 
together with your straight-ahead country that you get at 
the Grand Ol’ Opry. Those things mixed with the gospel 
influences that | had in church growing up." 

Tritt's first single, “Country Club,” came out in 1989. As 
it climbed the charts he joined the ranks of rising country 
stars Garth Brooks, Clint Black, and Alan Jackson. His 
debut shook up the country music world and went Top 10. 
In 1991, he won the Country Music Association's Horizon 
Award, and in 1995 shared a Grammy with the legendary 

Marty Stewart. Audiences around the world rocked 
country style with Tritt at the 1995 Super Bowl in 
Atlanta's Georgiadome. In 1994, he shared album 
of the year honors for his rendition of "Take It 
Easy" on Common Thread: The Songs of the 
Eagles. By gathering The Eagles for his 
video he was a pivotal player in the 
"Hell Freezes Over" reunion. 

Tritt attributes the popularity of 

country music to the fact that 
"more so than any other kind of 
music right now, it seems to communi- 
cate the average emotions of the everyday 
ordinary person." While his stage persona is 
anything but ordinary, Tritt undoubtedly has 
tapped into the deeper feelings of his diverse fans. 
One of Tritt's surprising hits, "Here's A Quarter, Call 
Someone Who Cares," was a song that might never have 
been recorded. "That was written strictly for me," he 
explains. “It was something to get me through a hard time 
in my life and | think the humor in it was what | was trying 
to use. One night І was on the stage playing in Texas and 
Something in the back of my head said play that song. I 
played it in front of an audience never really intending to." 
It was a hit from that day forward. 

Admitting that he was shy and withdrawn as a child, 
Tritt confides that he is transformed when he gets on 
stage. Early critics differed in their appreciation of his tal- 
ents, some arguing that he rocked too much for a country 
musician, others saying he was a balladeer unfit for his 
role as a rebel rocker. But Travis Tritt: Going Home proves 
them wrong: he's always been a certified member of the 
real *Country Club."
